So nisn in any piib- 
lln su.sptclon o( rinmcillr llff.s lii l-he tiimlly 
of the United Nations, which account-: for thi' 
recent report of new. l.lgntf r Brttl-ili ren-^or- 
^hlp of American corre.'^ponripnLs' storlej 
lodchlns on American forelRii relation,'!— a 
censorship bn.wd on policy, not .secvirlty. 

Probably the worst thing tor morale la In- 
con.*ilstency, and we have had n good bit of 
that recently. We have heard the Anzto .iltiia- 
tlon described by Prc.ildeiit Roo.-ievelt ns 
We have been told by Mr, Churchill 
that all was golne well; counseled by Secre- 
tary of War Stlmson to "keep our shirt on"; 
a.ssured by General Alexander that the 
beachhead Invadrrs would smash ihroURh 
to Rome without help from the army at Cas- 
Klno. 

In B broader field there is General Elsen- 
hower's announcement that Germany will be 
beaten In 1944. If everyone at home doc! his 
mil part. Field Marshall DUI say,^, ■'Victory Is 
certain, but none ran estimate the time, the 
effort or the .lEcrlflcc that will be needed." 
Vice-President Wallace tell.s us we are "over 
the hump." Wc can still lose the war in the 
Pacific. Admiral Yates Stirling declnre.i. 

Naturally, the .surface temperature of mo- 
rale changes with the hot-nnd-eold progre.ss 
of events and pronoimcemenU, This 1,-; inevit- 
able. Many official statements are aimed to 
turn public feeling In the direction mo.st de- 
sirable at the moment. Contradictions may 
arise from spcciaUied Interest, Insulflclent 
knowledge; or probably, on occasion, the 
state ot the speaker's llver. 

Moat Americans, despite the tew and well- 
publlcliea exceptions, are confident or vic- 
tory, ready to sacrifice for It. prepared for the 
slow and bloody process of achlevlnR It, To 
tell them the whole truth, bitter or not. nuiy 
hold lU'i dangers. But It Is preferable to telling 
them only what. is "good for morale." 

BLUE NOTKON A nU'EJ'RINT 
One small blue note of disappointment 
might be sounded In the wake ot Bernard M. 
Bnruch's blueprint for industrial demobiliza- 
tion. It has nothing to do with Mr. Baruch'a 
excellBnl ^ecommendnUons. bnt raU-ker with 
ll^s first reception by consress. And, at the 
ri.sk of borrowing trouble. It might be fcivreri 
that other eroup,s may react in a similar way. 
. Obviously, somebody's blueprint mu.'it be 
itied before we ,ilart building any machinery 
to demobilize and reconvert. Structural 
changes can and will be made once the ni:t- 
chlncry Is under construction, but there Is 
little point In arguing meclianlcal niceties Uc- 
fore B basic model can be decided on. 

Senator George of Georgia, one 'of the chief 
objectors to the Bnruch plan, would not ad- 
mit, of course, that his objections come under 
the head of mechanical niceties. He feels that 
Mr. Baruch wants to put the country's eco- 
nomic destiny at the mercy ol executive di- 
rectives, rather than under the guidance of 
the people's elected representatives. 

"Thnt issue is so basic," the senator states, 
"that the two viewpoints can never be recon- 
ciled." 

Senator George says that the senate post- 
war committee, ot which he Is chairman, 
would create an agency responsible to the 
President, but required to carry out broad 
Bcneral policies laid down by congress. Mr. 
Baruch's plan would set up demobilization 
machinery among the agencies that mobllU- 
ed us for war, but would have a program of 
legislation and operations workctfcout by unl- ■ 
fled executive and congressional groups, ■ 
. There are, ol course, dozens of post-war 
planning committees. The house as well as 
the senate has one. 

But It Is most likely that all these commlt- 
teea are hampered either by apeclal interest 
or Insufficient knowledge, or both. Congress' 
wholesome Jealousy ot its prerogatives Is cur- 
rently swollen to acute distrust, after a pe- 
riod of subservience. 

In Mr, Baruch wc have a man of demon- 
strated experience and wisdom, and with no 
discernible' axe to grind. Few, |[ any, will- 
doubt his statesmanship, his sincerity, or his 
humanity. He saems to be as good a person 
as could be found to draw the post'War blue- 
print. Wc hope that congress and all others , 
concerned may put their tr;ist in the 
draughtsman, and settle their differences af- 
ter a start has been made toward the hope- 
ful conclusion ol a Job ol unprecedented 
magnitude.
